E. F. Palmer, director of the 
Vineland Horticulture Experiment 
Station took charge of the discus- 
sion at the fruit forum meeting 
held at the station on Thursday af- 
ternoon. In discussing the topic, 
“Why an Experiment Station?” 
Mr. Palmer stated that it was the 
desire of the committee to ac- 
quaint new growers in the district 
with the purpose of the station and 
the extension service offered, as 
weli as to invite discussion on the 
improvement of its service to the 
growers.

Mr. Palmer stated that it was an 
out-growth of the work begun at 
15 fruit experiment stations est- 
ablished in various parts of On- 
tario in 1894, These stationa, which 
were established for the purpose 
of testing new and little known

The land for the station, origin-

Many letters of importance came 
before North Grimaby council in 
regular monthly session on Satur- 
day afternoon and all through the 
discussions the theme of keeping 
the tax rate down was plainly de- 
cernable.
